London No Longer Will 
Fix Foreign Policy 
for Empire. 


LOSING SOUTH AFRICA 
SEEN AS POSSIBILITY 


Irish to Oppose New Title for 
King; Mixed Reception for 
Ruling in Canada. 


London, Nov. 22 (By A. P.).—Strong 
opposition is likely to be raised in the 
Irish Free State, the Dublin corre- 
spondent of the Westminster Gazette 
says, to the use of the description “De- 
fender of the Faith,” in the king’s new 
title as it applies to Ireland. 

The premiers attending the imperial 
conference on Saturday recommended 
@ slight alteration in the royal title be- 
cause of the new status of the Irish 
Free State. It is proposed to eliminate 
the reference to “the, United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland,” adopt- 
ing instead “Great Britain, Ireland and 
the British dominions beyond the 
seas.” The phrase “defender of the 
faith” is retained in the new form. 

The somewhat independent policy 
followed by Canada and Ireland in the 
matter of appointing representatives at 
Washington coupled with the demand 
of Gen. Hertzog, premier of South 
Africa for independent national status 
for his country, had the effect of forc- 
ing the imperial conference to a clearer 
definition of the precise relations be- 
tween the component parts of the 
great empire. 


India and Colonies Excluded. 


The autonomous equality of all the 
British dominions, including the Irish 
Free State, but excluding India and the 
crown colonies, is laid down in the re- 
port. 

The position has been compared to 
that of the League of Nations, except 
that each nation in this case has the 
same sovereign. Perhaps the most 
notable actual change is in the status 
of the governor general of the domin- 
ions; henceforth they will not, as hith- 
erto, represent the British government, 
but will be merely the direct represen- 
tatives of the king, possessing only the 
same limited power as the sovereign in 
national affairs. 

Any Official relations between the 
British and dominions ’ governments 
will be by direct correspondence. Each 
dominion now has the acknowledged 
right, as was demanded by Premier 
Hertzog, to initiate a foreign policy and 
has an an equal right with the mother 
country to make treaties and appoint 
diplomatic representatives abroad. But 
stress still is laid upon the advisability 
of consultation between the dominions 
themselves and with the British gov- 
ernment in these matters. 


To Advise Home Government. 


As the report says, the principles of 
equality and in status do not neces- 
sarily extend to function. This refers 
especially to foreign affairs and ques- 
tions of defense, concerning which the 
report asserts the major share of re- 
sponbility still rests, and must con- 
tinue to rest, with the British gov- 
ernment, and it is evidently expected 
that in all such matters the dominion 
governments shall look for guidance 
from London. 

It is further recognized that each 
dominion possesses the right to advise 
the home government on all questions 
relating to its own affairs. In brief, 
the sovereign is the sole connecting 
link binding the commonwealth to- 
gether. 

Foreign policy, instead of being an- 
nounced by the home government to 
the dominions, as heretofore, will be 
the subject of consultation, as it would 
be with a foreign power. 

There are still numerous details, es- 
pecially relating to foreign policy, de- 
fense and the question of merchant 
shipping legislation by the British par- 
liament, which are to be considered fur- 
ther by a special committee, but it 
is explained that these will in no way 
infringe the independent rights of the 
dominions, but will be reservations of 
practical necessity or convenience.

2 MAN IN d DAYS Olea 
IN LEAP OFF MONUMENT 


Colored Laborer Cuts Throat 
Before Jumping; Grant to 
Ask Window Bars. 


GUARD NARROWLY MISSED 


While a guard was pointing out the 
White House to him from the north 
window of the Washington monument 
shortly before 2 o’clock yesterday, 
Blondie Ward, colored laborer, 35 years 
old, 724 Thirteenth street northeast, 
ran to the east window, slashed his 
throat and leaped 505 feet to instan- 
taneous death. The suicide was the 
second in three days from the windows 
of the memorial shaft. 

The negro landed feet first and his 
body was crushed to a pulp. Attached 
to his coat was a bit of cardboad giv- 
ing his name, “B. Ward, 724 Thirteenth 
street northeagt,’”’ and requesting that 
his body be sent to his home. The 
body was taken to the District morgue, 
where Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt issued 
a certificate of suicide. 

August Croissant, a guard, who was 
walking on the outside of the shaft, 
narrowly missed being struck by the 
body as it landed. The body landed 
with such force, police say, that the 
heavy overcoat of the guard was blown 
over his head. Croissant was on the 
verge of collapse as a result of the ex- 
perience. 

John Mahoney, of Mount Rainier. 
Md., a sightseer, was standing only a 
few feet away when the body struck. 
He told police that he heard a “‘swish- 
ing” noise and the thud as if a heavy 
sack of meal had fallen to the street. 
Following word of yesterday’s sui- 
cide, Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, di- 
rector office of public buildings and 
public parks, having jurisdiction over 
the monument, said that a request for 
an appropriation to place bars in the 
windows would be made at once. 
Capt. M. H. Parsons, head of the 
United States park police, said that 
from now on two guards instead of 
one will be stationed at. the top of the 
monument during the hours it is 
open to visitors. 

Lieut. Col. Grant, while averse to 
spoiling the view by placement of 
bars in the windows, said it was 
necessary to prevent a repetition of 
the unfortunate occurrences of jyes- 
terday and Saturday, and that passers- 
by below the monument also must 
be protected. A person jumping from 
the top of the monument into a 
crowd below would cause a serious ac- 
cident and panic, it was explained. 

The type or number of window bars 
have not yet been decided. An ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for protecting 
the elevator shaft with grillage also 
will be sought by the office. 

Ward entered the monument and be- 
gan walking to the top, when he was 
told than an elevator would make an 
ascent in a few minutes. He refused 
the ride and continued to walk. At

Never Wore Derby. Hat, 
Always Had Glasses, 
Witnesses Say. 


DICKMAN TESTIMONY 
UNDER IMPEACHMENT 


Mrs. Gibson Has Relapse; 
Fever High; Condition Is 
“Very Serious.” 


Somerville, N. J., Nov. 22 (By A. P.) 
Bringing 21 witnesses from _ varied 
walks of life, the defense in the 
Hall-Mills case completed its support 
of the alibi of Henry Stevens and 
turned today to the case of Willie Stev- 
ens. The brothers, with their sister, 
Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall, are charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Eleanor R. 
Mills, slain with the Rev. Edward W. 
Hall, on the night of September 14, 
1922. 

This date came up again and again 

in today’s testimony as eight witnesses 
told of seeing Henry Stevens in Laval- 
lette, N. J., his home, that night. 
After a morning devoted to the story 
of a regular fisherman and his wife, an 
occasional fisherman, and the Stevens 
cook, a family was put forward in the 
afternoon to close the Henry Stevens’ 
alibi. A mother and daughter told of 
@ conversation. with the defendant at 
10:30 o’clock the night of the double- 
killing, another daughter heard Stevens’ 
voice but did.not see him, and the 
father told of meeting the family at 
Jersey City on September 15, the day 
after the conversation, when all three 
testifi¢d Stevens took them to the sta- 
tion. 


Slaying at 10:20 P. M., State Holds. 


The State has fixed the hour of slay- 
ing at 10:20 o’clock. 

Dismissing the status of Henry Ste- 
vens for the moment, the defense took 
up his brother’s case and offered wit- 
nesses to prove that he has not suf- 
fered from epilepsy, did not wear a 
derby hat, constantly used eyeglasses 
and did not have a gold watch. State 
witnesses on the opening day of the 
trial had testified that they saw, Willie 
Stevens at Plainfield, N. J., inquiring 
the way to the “Parker house” early 
on the evening of the killing.

LEOPOLD PLEADS ETHICS 
UF JAIL IN DEATH TRIAL 


Boy Slayer Refuses to Testify 
in Case Against Six Fel- 
low Convicts. 


EXCUSED BY THE COURT 


Chicago, Ill., Nov. 22 (By A. P.).—In 
& suave and scholarly manner which 
two years of imprisonment have not 
erased, Nathan Leopold, coslayer of 
Bobbie Franks and life prisoner at the 
State penitentiary, barricaded himself 
behind a code of prison ethics today 
and refused to testify about the slay- 
ing of Deputy Warden Peter Klein last 
May and the subsequent escape of 
seven convicts. 

Six of the convicts recaptured are 
on trial for Klein’s murder, and Leo- 
pold, one of two rich Chicago youths 
imprisoned in 1924 for the “thrill mur- 
der” of young Franks, was summoned 
to, testify for the defense. He refused, 
however, to admit that he was in soli- 
tary confinement on May 5, when Klein 
was stabbed to death near the tier of 
solitary cells, and declined to say 
whether he saw or heard anything from 
his cell on the day of the escape. 

“It is contrary to the ethics of the 
prison for me to answer such a ques- 
tion,” he said when pressed by an at- 
torney for details of the escape. 

“What do you mean by ‘ethics?’” 
asked the prosecution in cross-exami- 
nation. 

“It is not the vaabek thing to do; I 
have learned not to talk about prison 
attairs,”” Leopold replied. 

Judge Frederick Hill warned him that 

e might be held in contempt. 
ace honor,” he answered, “it may 
be_technical contempt. I will give you 
my word of honor, however, that I do 
not know anything about this case.” 

The judge excused him, and he went 
back to his prison cell without giving 
any aid to his fellow prisoners who were 
reported to have offered him his free- 
dom when they fied and to have been 
rebuffed.

A housekeeper explained 
that the widow of the former President 
was out of town, and that the queen’s 
telegram announcing her desire to call 
had come too late to find Mrs. Roose- 
velt. 

Previously Marie visited the Roose- 
velt grave. She passed several mo- 
ments looking through the picket fence 
at the tomb and then turned to find 
the wreath which she was to. place 
upon it. There was no wreath, how- 
ever, and no member of the party 
seemed to know about it. 

“There seems to be some confusion 
about the wreath,” Marie remarked.

U.S. Should Make Its Own 
Whisky, _Mellon Declares 


Secretary Opposes Wheeler’s View That Nation Should 


Import Medicinal Supply—Favors Government 
Aid in Reviving Industry. ' 


Whisky required for medicinial use 
in the United States in the future 
should be manufactured in this coun- 
try, Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
declared yesterday. 

Taking direct issue with Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel for the Anti- 
saloon league, Secretary Mellon disap- 
proved of the plan advanced by Wheel- 
er for importing whatever liquor may 
be needed as medicine when the pres- 
ent supply in this country is ex- 
hausted. 

Going even beyond that point the 
Secretary declared himself in favor of 
government aid in financing the re- 
vival of Mquor manufacture if such 
aid is found necessary. 

’ Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, As- 


| sistant. Secretary in charge of prohibi- 


tion enforcement work, is at work on 
a plan for the organization of a pri- 
vate corporation to manufacture the 
needeti whisky, and it is hoped this 
plan will be worked out successfully 
and government aid will not be need- 
ed, Mellon said. Should it be found 
impossible to have the production pri- 
vately financed in the near future,

Although Wheeler, in a statement 
made public Sunday, declared the exist- 
ing supply would last longer than eight 
years, Secretary Mellon estimated there 
is only a five-year supply. It is neces- 
sary to start the manufacture of more 
whisky immediately, he said, to allow 
time for proper aging before it is put 
on the market for’ consumption on 
physicians’ orders. The same five-year 
estimate as to the quantity of liquor on 
hand and the rate of its consumption 
was made by Gen. Andrews. 

Under the Treasury program, the pri- 
vate corporation it is planned to or- 
ganize would take over all of the whisky 
remaining and distribute this as it is 
needed. The distribution of this supply 
and the production and distribution of 
more liquor would be under close gov- 
ernment supervision and control. 

This plan, the Secretary said, would 
permit better control by the govern- 
ment of the quality of the liquor, of 
the grain from which it is made and of 
its disrtibution. Similarly effective con- 
trol could not be maintained over liq- 
uor imported from foreign countries, it 
was added. The whisky would be made 
under one brand name, to which all 
physicians’ prescriptions would pply 
when the existing stock had been used. |

3 Aviators Are Killed 
In Falls Near London 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Nov. 22.—-Two more airplane 
accidents, resulting in three deaths, oc- 
curred today, both near London. 

The royal air force DH-9 machine 
crashed at Kenley, both of the occu- 
pants, Lieut. F. St. J. Woollard, pilot, 
and Flying Officer F. L. Collier, being 
killed. The accident raises the royal 
air force death roll to 80 for the year. 
At the Staglane airdrome a “baby 
plane,” belonging to the London Air- 
plane club, crashed. A civilian aviator, 
J. 8. M. Michie, was killed, and 8S. L. F. 
St. Barbe seriously injured.

The trial of Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, and Edward 
L. Doheny, California oil magnate, on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud the 
government in the Elk Hills oil lease 
yesterday got off to a flying start before 
Justice Adolph A. Hoehling. 

A jury was selected in less than four 
hours, and after the first spectacular 
legal battle between opposing counsel, 
Judge Hoehling granted the govern- 
ment’s motion to keep the jury locked 
up during the trial. This decision was 
announced after 5 o’clock, the presid- 
ing judge having retired to deliberate 
and consult his colleagues following 
the protests which Messrs. Hogan, Wise 
and Lambert, opposing counsel, made 
against the government's motion. 

The dramatic incidents of the day 
followed as soon as the questioning of 
the prospective jurymen began for both 
Frank J. Hogan, couwsel for Doheny, 
and Wilton Lambert, counsel for Fall, 
brought up past activities of Sen yator 
Walsh, of Montana, in making a radio 
speech about the case while the grand 
jury was considering the indictment, 
and also injected into the proceedings 
the reports about mysterious inquiries 
to members of the jury panel and the 
alleged effort to sway public opinion 
against the defendants by the circula- 
tion of a book besmirching the Harding 
administration. 


Objections by Defense. 


But the climax came when defense 
counsel vigorously objected to sugges- 
tions which Messrs. Pomerene and Rob- 
erts made privately to Judge Hoehling 
that the jury be locked up. 

The respective counsel had gathered 
about the judge, after the jury had 
been selected at 2:50 p. m. Then came 
apparent signs of disagreement. 

“I would not have come up here had 

I known that this motion was to be 
made,” Mr. Lambert said, “unless your 
honor had ordered me to. I refuse to 
stay here unless your honor orders me 
to remain.” 
Mr. Hogan asserted to the judge that 
the motion was a reflection on the de- 
fendants, the defendants’ counsel and 
the jury. Judge Hoehling then ruled 
that he would not entertain a motion 
thus made privately, and added that 
if the government counsel wished to 
make the motion in open court they 
could do so.

He declared that only 50 per cent 
of the women voted in the last elec- 
tion at Evanston, Ill., from where he 
had just returned. George W. Offutt, 
who proposed the amendment, and 
Dorsey W. Hodge, jr., spoke in favor 
of admitting women. 


Dougherty Makes Address. 


Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
speaking on the membership drive of 
the Federation of Citizens Associations, 
also approved of women in citizens as- 
sociations.

Jameson Interests Pave Way 
for Appeal to United States 
Supreme Court. 


Chicago, Nov. 22 (By A. P.).—As the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
was being sold at auction in Butte, 
Mont., today, the way was being paved 
in Chicago for further litigation by the 
dissatisfied Jameson group, holders of 
$18,000,000 in the road’s junior obliga- 
tions. 


In a last-minute effort to halt the 
sale and to obtain the right of inter- 
vention in the proposed reorganization, 
attorneys for the group headed by E. C. 
Jameson, president of a New York in- 
company, appeared before 


court of appeals. 

Judge. Evans declined to entertain 
either petition, as did Federal Judges 
Alschuler, Anderson and Page last Sat- 
urday, when Judge Evans could not be 
found. 

The fourth judge’s declination paved 
the way for an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, said Rob- 
ert Golding, who addressed Judge 
Evans for the Jameson group. 

He said Nathan L. Miller, former gov- 
ernor of New York and chief of counsel 
for the Jameson committee, would go 
before the Supreme Court in an effort 
to be represented in the reorganization, 
which, it was estimated, will require 
some three months more. 

The next step in Chicago will be 
presentation December 13 to Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson of the re- 
port of the sale today and the plan of 
reorganization of the successful bid- 
ders. His approval of both will be nec- 
essary for the discharge of the railroad 
from receivership. 


$140,000,000 Bid for Road. 


Butte, Mont., Nov. 22 (By A. P.). 
The greatest foreclosure proceeding in 
history was carried through here today 
when the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railroad, was offered at public 


| sale and drew one bid of $140,000,000. 


The bid was made by representatives 
of the reorganization committee, head- 
ed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the Na- 
tional City Bank, New York city, and 
will be submitted to the Federal court 
in Chicago on December 13 for ap- 
proval. A half-hour was required for 
a transaction. 

The $140,000,000 bid did not repre- 
sent the value of the road, which on 
the baSis of capital structure is worth 
a round $700,000,000. The bidders, who 
to gain control went $15,000,000 over 
the upset price fixed by the court to 
cover outstafiding indebtedness, would 
have to refinance the system. 

C. O. Bradshaw, general manager of 


the Western lines, said tonight that the 


replacement value of the road, less de- 
preciation, is $725,000,000. 

The road was offered in five lots: 
$42,500,000 being bid for the lines west 
of Mobridge, S. D., $67,500,000 for the 
lines east, or $110,000,000 for the entire 
physical property. Twelve million, five 
hundred thousand was offered for the 
road’s investments and securities, but 
instead of limiting the bid to the upset 
price of $125,00,000, the bidders offered 
8140,000,000. The offer was made by 
Robert T. Swaine and Donald C. Swat- 
land, representing the reorganization 
committee, to whom they will assign 
their interests in the bid. 


Crowds Attend Auction. 


The road is the first line of such 
magnitude to go upon the auction 
block. The difficulties which forced it 
into the courts arose from its inabil- 
ity to meet indebtedness which on 
January 1, 1925, totaled more than 
$465,000,000 and which included two 
groups of bonds, one covering the en- 
tire line and another, called.the Puget 
Sound bondg, covering the latter con- 
struction between Mobridge and the 
Paoific coast. 

Butte was selected as the place for 
the sale as the most accessible city on 
the line affected by both bond issues. 
Despite the fact that only the reor- 
ganization interests qualified as bidders 


before the sale, the event drew to 
Butte individuals and representatives 
of interests, which; not including the 
principals, was said to represent a to- 
tal wealth of several hundred million 
dollars. 

No representative of the Jameson in- 
terests made himself known as such. 
The sale was conducted in front of the 
Milwaukee station, in sight of a crowd 
which packed ‘the street and blocked 
all entrances to the building.

/FLUCTUATION IN VALUES

Decision Made in Sustaining 
Indianapolis Water Rate 
Injunction. 


(By Associated Press.) 

Upholding an injunction against new 
water rates in Indianapolis, the Su- 
preme Court yesterday emphasized the 
importance of States giving considera- 
tion to present values of public utill- 
ties in fixing charges for the use of 
water. 

Prices and wages prevailing at. the 
time of the investigation must be con- 
sidered. the court said in an opinion 
by Justice Butler, from which Justices 
Brandeis and Stone dissented. 


ligent forecast as to probable price and 
wage levels during a reasonable period 
in the immediate future,” the opinion 


added in declaring that the courts in 
attacks upon rates as confiscatory must 
give consideration to the future as well 
as the present. 

They must decide, the court declared, 
“whether the rates complained of are 
yielding and will yield over and above 
the amounts required to pay taxes and 
proper operating charges, a sum suf- 
ficient to constitute just compensation 
for the use of the property employed 
to furnish the service; that is a reason- 
able rate of return on the value of the 
property at the time of the investiga- 
tion and for a reasonable time in the 
immediate future.” 


Upholds 7 Per cent Minimum. 


The majority took the view that 
public utilities are entitled to a re- 
turn of not less than 7 per cent be- 
cause values of utilities fluctuate and 
owners must bear the decline. 

Referring to a former decision de- 
claring that to ascertain value in rate 
making the present as compared with 
the original cost of construction were 
among other matters for consideration, 
the court explained that this did not 
mean “that the original cost or the 
present cost or some figure arbitrar- 
ily chosen between these two is to be 
taken as the measure.” The weight 
to be given figures and other items 
or classes of evidence must be deter- 
mined, it stated, “in the light of the

Declares None of Mediums’ 


Messages Have Yet Con- 
tained Test Quotation. 


HOPES TO HEAR FROM HIM 


New York, Nov. 22 (By A. P.).—-Harry 
Houdini, magician who died on October 
31, had three compacts by which he 
planned to try to get messages over 
from the spirit world, his wife said 
today. 

The magician, who during 35 years 
of activity did much to expose fraudu- 
lent practices of fake mediums, com- 
posed a quotation of ten words, of 
which his wife alone shared the knowl- 
edge he took to his grave. 

Of the “dozens and dozens of mes- 
sages’”’ which she said today that me- 
diums had given her as coming from 
her departed husband, Mrs. Beatrice 
Houdini said that not one held the key 
words that would identify it as Hou- 
dini’s. 

The Scientific American 
leased for publication a message re- 
ceived by a medium in Attleboro, 
Mass., on November 2, which she sub- 
mitted as the attempt of Houdini to get 
in touch with this world. The medium, 
who asked that her name be kept se- 
cret, used automatic writing as her 
means of “establishing contact,” and 
obtained three messages, a brief one, 
and two much longer compositions. 

“Astral soul is vested at last, Weiss 
(Houdini’s original name) says God is 
welcome creator—God is truth—-God is 
love—God is without peer,’ one of the 
messages started, and ended ‘“‘see some 
of my friends and tell them Houdini 
lives.” 

Mrs. Houdini was reached by tele- 
phone at Atlantic City, where she is 
convalescing from the illness which has 
kept her in bed since her husband's 
death. The meassages were read to her 
in full, and she denied that they con- 
tained anything similar to the quota- 
tion composed by her husband and 
agreed upon by them as means of com- 
municating with her if communication 
were found possible. 

“If Houdini can communicate, he 
will do so, I know, and he will get 
his message over to me in the words 
of our quotation,” she said. “We were 
very close, and I am hoping that I may 
hear from him. 

“But since his death there have been 
50 Many ‘messages’ that mediums have 
brought me—dozens and dozens of 
them—and none of them contains the 
key words.”

When Mr. Lambert was voicing his 
protest at the gathering of counsel be- 
fore the judge he struck the desk 50 
forcibly with his right hand that he 
cut the back of his hand and some- 
one jokingly remarked, “First blood 
for the government.” And so it turned 
out to be for Judge Hoehling’s de- 
cision sustained the motion of Messrs. 
Roberts and Pomerene and their col- 
leagues. 

The jury then filed back to their 
places and were informed of the de- 
cision. There were clear indications of 
jurymen being taken aback by the 
realization that they were to. be kept 
together for an indefinite period and 
Mr. Lambert found occasion to state 
to the court, in the presence of the 
jury, that he wished to note an excep- 
tion to the granting of the “govern- 
ment’s motion to keep the jury to- 
gether.” , 


Composed of Young Men. 


And a glance at the jury sufficed to 
show that they would welcome no pro- 
longed period of incarceration. The 
youthful appearance of the majority 
attracted attention, especially in view 
of the weighty questions they will be 
called upon to decide, the intricate and 
involved problems interwoven in the 
case. 

The youngest juror, Winfield Mar- 
tindill, is a 23-year-old clerk and the 
oldest is Alphonse E. Parker, proprie- 
tor of a newsstand, who is 43. The 
average age is about 32. Nearly all are 
young married men in the everyday 
walks of life and no single juryman, 
according to his statements, has ever 
been interested in congressional in- 
vestigations or the -sort of develop- 
ments that resulted in the oil lease 
litigation. In fact, the impression of 
the jury as a whole is that of a group 
of laymen interested in their own 
affairs and the problem of making a 
living. 

Selection of the jury, which was the 
first business of the court, was not 
the sort of routine humdrum proced- 
ure which goes with the usual trial. 
Fireworks began at once before the 
acked courtroom, when Paul Allen, a 
Fourteenth street restaurant keeper, 
was the first of the jury panel to take 
his place and survey his surroundings. 


Court Room Is Crowded. 


There was not a seat vacant in the 
little courtroom which has a seating 
capacity of about 250. Facing Justice 
Hochling in. the first. row were the 
government’s special counsel and their 
assistants and District Attorney Gor- 
don seated next to Mr. Roberts. In 
the next row, Edward L. Doheny, jr., 
sat between Mr. Fall and Mr. Doheny 
and other seats in this row were oc- 
cupied by the defense counsel.

came the tables for the press and the 
remaining coveted seats were occupied 
by interested persons, including a few 
women. 

The court had been called to order, 
after the various counsel and the two 
defendants had passed the preceding 
minutes in good-humored chatting, 
such as might be expected to charac- 
terize a lodge gathering or a stag so- 
cial function.

Doheny appeared in excellent spirits 
and in the best of health.

Several of the jurors spoke of mem- 
bers of their families having received 
inquiries respecting their records but 
it developed that the inquires were 
along the line of those which govern- 
ment and defense counsel were making 
in court. 

Government and defense counsel 
each had ten peremptory challenges 
allowed as the prospective jurymen 
made their appearance, the excused 
juryman in each case stepping down 
from the box and making way for the 
calling of a man in his place who was 
then examined. 


Defense Uses Only 4 Challenges. 


The government used up nine of its 
challenges and the defense four. Mr. 
Hogan announced early in the after-,

Benjamin Vincent, baker, who for- 
merly was a waiter at the Willard 
hotel, said he had seen virtually all 
the important personages connected 
with the case, but that so far as form- 
ing any opinion on it was concerned, 
“my mind’s a blank.’

When it developed that the jury, at 
the government’s request, was to remain 
locked up and that a guard was as- 
signed to the 12 men for the indefinite 
period which may extend over the 
Christmas holidays, Mr. Lambert asked 
that arrangements be made under the 
circumstances for sleeping quarters 
other than the annex rooms to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. Justice Hoeh- 
ling said he would take this matter 
under advisement.

juries. I will add to it that stigma 
upon each individual juror,” he said. 


Discussed Matter Tuesday. 


“Now where do we stand in this 
case? I will grant your honor that 
the idea had percolated into the heads 
of Mr. Hogan and myself that there 
might be some sort of an effort made 
through the district attorney’s office, 
commanded by the present district at- 
torney who has had a habit of raising 
these suggestions, and when we took 
up the matter at the conference Fri- 
day we wanted to know whether there 
was anything in the way of ‘cards up 
the sleeve,’ or insinuations to be placed 
on the jury or counsel in reference to: 
any motion to lock them up.” 

Mr. Lambert said that if anything 
had taken place between Friday and 
yesterday that makes it possible to 
show a cause of change the attorneys 
are entitled to a hearing on it and 
to specifications of what has made 
that change. 

According to Mr. Hogan, the gov- 
ernment and defense counsel, after 
conference with Justice Hoehling on 
Friday, had agreed to a plan whereby 
the jury would be on duty only five 
days a week, so they could have Sat- 
urdays with their families. 

In opposing the government’s motion, 
Mr. Hogan said: 

“You are asked, sir, to say at the 
outset of this trial what the court can 
not possibly know, that there is brib- 
ery involved in this case. You are 
asked in the face of the presumption 
of innocence to which our clients are 
entitled in this court to take action 
which would imply that these defend- 
ants, or their counsel, would be guilty 
of seeking improperly to influence this 
jury. In my 25 years at this bar such 
action has been taken only three times. 
It was done, it is true, in the Riggs 
Bank case, but in that case the atmos- 
phere was so surcharged with political 
influence that even handed justice was 
well-nigh unattainable. ven in the 
famous Morse case no such action was 
taken. To lock up this jury would be 
nothing more nor less than a statement 
in effect, that the jurors are not to be 
trusted. What is there about these 
jurors or their records which would 
warrant their being treated differently 
from—-subjected to unwarranted hard- 
ship, not’ imposed on, othes jurors? 
What warrant is there for such a re- 
flection on the character of counsel for 
the defense?” -— 

Henry A. Wise, counsel for Albert B. 
Fall, also addressed the court in pro- 
test against Mr. Roberts’ motion. “In 
the name of justice and fairness and 
decency I appeal to this honorable 
court not to grant this motion,” de- 
clared Mr. Wise. “Everything that 
could be done by the tyrannical exer- 
cise of the legislative power has been 
done on Capitol Hill, but is this court 
to be a party to that which is tanta- 
mount to an insult to these defendants 
and to their counsel?” continued Col. 
Wise. 

“I was twelve years a prosecutor for 
the United States government,” de- 
clared Mr. Wise, referring to his experi- 
ence as United States attorney in New 
York, ‘‘and never once did I feel it my 
duty to take such a step to ask a court 
to lock up a jury or to impose such 
hardship on the jurymen.” 

Senator Pomerene made the final 
brief statement indorsing the govern- 
ment’s view that the jury should be 
locked up. Justice Hoehling, in an-

DIES AT MEMPHIS DESK 


Widely Known Newspaper 
Man Stricken by Apoplexy; 
Was 61 Years Old. 


LAUNCHING NEW PAPER 


Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 22 (By A. P.) 
Charles Patrick Joseph Mooney, editor 
of the Memphis Commercial Appeal, 
one of the most widely known of South- 
ern newspaper men, was stricken with 
apoplexy in his office today and died 
a few minutes later at his desk. 


Mr. Mooney, who was 61 years old, 
had suffered from a severe cold and 
came to work today against the wishes 
of his wife, but* none of those who 
talked to him a few minutes before 
he was stricken dreamed that his 
vigorous life was so near the end. He 
had worked harder than ever in the 
last few days preparing for publication 
beginning December 1, of the Memphis 
Evening Appeal which is to be put in 
the field by the Commercial Publishing 
Co., of which he was president and 
friends believed that this strain had 
told on him. 

Mr. Mooney was born at Bardstown 
Junction, Ky., 61 years ago and started 
out as a telegraph operator at the age 
of 14. Then he taught school and 
worked in Arkansa§, finally coming to 
Memphis as a reporter and later city 
editor. After that he went to New 
York as managing editor and editorial 
writer on the New York Daily News and 
later was managing editor of the Chi- 
cago Examiner. In 1908 he returned 
to Memphis to become managing editor 


to make his personality felt through 
the columns of that paper. He recently 
served as a vice president of the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

In matters of journalism and in re- 
ligion too, he was an exponent of the 
fundamental. In announcing last week 
his plans for the Evening Appeal, the 
new afternoon paper, he expressed his 
stand by saying that despite the trend 
toward “features” it would be first of 
all a newspaper.

PEACE ON. THE GREAT LAKES. 


It is reported from Canada that the United . 


States is anxious to rewrite the Rush-Bagot 
arrangement between Great Britain and this 
country so that a flotilla of torpedoboat de- 
stroyers and other armed rum chasers may be 
put in commission on the Great Lakes. An- 
nouncement comes from Montreal that one of 
the first question which Vincent Massey, the 
new Minister of Canada in Washington, will 
have before him will be a proposal from the 
United States that the treaty restricting the 
use of armed vessels on the Great Lakes be 
revised to make it applicable to modern 
conditions. 

The Washington administration and _ the 
Senate would do well to cousider carefully the 
wisdom of nullifying an arrangement that for 
108 years has insured peace and tranquillity 
between the Dominion and the United States. 
Prior to prohibition this suggestion was never 
made with respect to the better enforcement 
of the laws against smuggling, either of mer- 
chandise seeking to escape payment of duties, 
or of aliens endeavoring unlawfully to enter 
the States. These questions have arisen, but 
have been successfully met through diplomatic 
channels resulting in thorough Canadian co- 
operation. Reciprocally, this country, has 
utilized its power and authority to prevent in- 
fraction, on this side of the border, of Canadian 
laws. Modification of the long-standing treaty, 
conceivably, might lead to sert us trouble, for 
armed vessels in the hands of indiscreet offi- 
clals may easily embroil friendly nations. 

The Rush-Bagot ‘‘arrangement’? was pro- 
claimed April 28, 1818, shortly after the treaty 
ef Ghent, the final chapter in the second war 
with Great Britain. It was designed to pre- 
vent hostile acts on the waters of the Great 
Lakes, and has worked admirably, with never 
a thought of its abrogation or change. Under 
that treaty Canada and the United States are 
permitted to have one armed vessel each on 
Lake Ontario and Lake Champlain, and two 
on the ‘‘upper lakes,’’ each vessel to be not 
more than 100 tons burden and carrying one 
18-pound cannon. All other warships on the 
lakes were ordered immediately dismantled, 
and provision was made that ‘‘no other vessel 
of war shall be there built or armed.’ The 
treaty contains a proviso that it can be abro- 
gated by either party after six months’ notice, 
but neither power throughout the 108 years of 
its operation has seen fit to take advantage of 
the proviso. 

Canadian public opinion is said to be strongly 
against modification or alteration of any kind, 
and if a change is now proposed it is intimated 
that a bitter controversy will be precipitated 
in the Canadian parliament. It is understood 
that when Premier King and George P. Gra- 
ham were in Washington in 1923 they were ad- 
vised in the course of unofficial conversations 
that the United States government would like 
to have the authority to place armed rum 


chasers on the lakes, but nothing official ever - 


developed either here or in Canada. It seems 
to be unwise to make the Great Lakes the 
scene of bootleg battles, which sooner or later 
would involve the-two governments in mis- 
understandings and’ quarrels. 


LORD GREY ON DEMOCRACY. 


Viscount Grey of Fallodon, speaking recently 
at the distribution of prizes at a workingmen’s 


-» college in London, gave a disquisition on the 


advantages and limitations of democracy which, 
while it very naturally envisaged mainly that 
‘species.of democracy which prevails in Britain, 
has an application also to democratic methods 
of government as practiced in. other lands. 
Democracy is, he said, that form of government 
or constitution which most guarantees liberty, 
because the legislative body can always be 
called to account if it infringes the right of any 
individual or group of individuals. In that re- 
spect it differs from communism, on the one 
hand, and fascism, on the other, both of which 
interfere with personal liberty. Further, de- 
mocracy is the form of government which 
makes it most difficult for an individual, or 
group of individuals, or one particular class, to 
acquire power or to wield power for its own 
sake. 

He contended that Aeinkiadie’ is not only on 
trial but is even severely criticzed, and he ad- 
mitted that it is not the ideal way of selecting 
the wisest people to carry on the government 

of a country, and that better ways of selecting 


“such people could be imagined. At the same. 


‘time, he maintained that he would not prefer 


any other. system, because, in human. affairs, 


‘wisdom without sympathy is. inadequate for 
the solution, of problems, especially the’ prob- 
lems of an industrial country. The bulk of the 
people are brought so closely in contact with 
hardships of life that democracy would

| Viscount Grey therefore contended that adult 
| SS RCN EER, for which the college in which he 
was speaking was founded, is the very best 
form of education. Whether the pursuit of 
learning and the acquisition of knowledge by 
adults has merely a utilitarian purpose or the 
higher purpose of culture, it deserves encour- 
agement. His belief is—and who can gainsay 
the validity of its basis?—that, from the broad- 
est point of view, adult education, which really 
means the education of the voting masses, is 
going to be the greatest guarantee for the 
preservation of liberty and the securing of good 
government. 

There is much to ponder in these considered 
views of so enlightened a statesman as Lord 
Grey of Fallodon. 


THE NEW FARM RELIEF BILL. 

It appears that the new farm.relief bill de- 
manded by the representatives of six Northern 
and six Southern States is a document of 
3,000 words, with 21 sections. It is called 
the ‘‘farm surplus control’’ bill, drawn along 
cooperative lines, with a Federal farm board 
to determine when there is a surplus. It is 


proposed to have the government allocate 


among the producers of any basic commodity’ 


the cost to the cooperatives of handling that 
particular product. Neither the government 
nor the board would fix the price. 

An “equalizing fee’’ similar to former farm 
relief bills is proposed; but the only part the 
government would take in this feature would 
be possibly to advance the money as a banker, 
the money to be returned when collected from 
the producers. In this manner, and through 
this new farm relief measure, the corn and 
cotton growers hope to unite in a movement 
on Congress. 

The tariff is involved in this program, be- 
ing denounced a ‘shelter for price-fixing 
monopolies.’’ Unless the tariff 
says the agricultural, ‘declaration of inde- 
pendence,”’ the united forces of corn and cot- 
ton growers will ‘‘smash the tariff.’’ 

Despite the result of the corn battle in the 
last Congress, it is proposed to renew the 
struggle in the approaching Congress. On the 
basis of a fight against the tariff it is difficult 
to see how the cotton growers of the South 
can unite with the corn growers of the North. 
There is no tariff on cotton, and the Southern 
agriculturists, especially the cotton growers, 
have never claimed that the tariff helped them. 

The corn growers of the middle West pro- 
posed to ask the government to advance them, 
in cooperation with the cotton growers, enough 
money to handle and dispose of all the sur- 
plus, or have the government see to it that 
the corn and cotton growers can operate on 
the “cost-plus’’ plan, guaranteeing a profit. 
Was not this tried disastrously during the 
world war? 

If there is no price-fixing feature about the 
new plan, why are not existing laws sufficient 
to do all that the new proposition suggests? 
There is a Federal cooperative bureau in the 
Department of Agriculture. What is the need 
of a new farm board? The laws now permit 
ample loans from the government to :coop- 
eratives for handling and.marketing purposes. 
Why a new farm board just to receive and 
direct these loans? ‘ 

From all that has thus far appeared, the 
real purpose of the new farm relief measure 
is to attack the tariff and cripple industrialists 
in the hope of building up agriculturists. 

In a possible sectional fight, with the agri- 
cultural West and South opposed to the in- 
dustrial North and East, agriculture would 
suffer the most. Itis strange that the farmers 
of the West and middle West who are in this 


movement can not see that their best market ’ 


is in the industrial States of the North and 
Kast. 


SALT OF 'FHE EARTH. 


A train of 50 cars loaded with 2,500,000 
pounds of table salt left the village of Silver 
Springs, in the valley. of the Genesee, a few days 
ago for eastern Pennsylvania. That was not an 
unusual shipment from that small village in 
New York; in fact, from that one plant the ship- 
ments of table salt aggregate 250,000,000 
pounds each year. In the old days Syracuse 
was the center of the salt industry of the State. 
At that time the sodium chloride was obtained 
from the salt sea many feet below the surface. 
The water was pumped into great shallow vats 
and solar heat was the only method employed 
in the process of evaporation. 

But Syracuse today has fallen into the back- 
ground. The salt industry of the State has 
been transferred to western counties—Wyo- 


ming, Livingston and Genesee. It is more than 


50 years since the discovery was made that 
there exists beneath the surface of the State a 
vast body of salt which extends for more than 
150 miles in a southeasterly direction from 
Warsaw, where the first drilling was done. The 
salt bed is at least 50 miles wide and the de- 
posit is from 20 to 60 feet in thickness, so that 
the danger of the exhaustion of the supply need 
cause no alarm in the immediate future. 

According to the bureau of mines the produc- 
tion of salt in New York State reached the total 
of more than 4,000,000,000 pounds in 1925 
and the industry employed 1,523 wage earners. 
Aside from the demand for domestic purposes 
the principal customers are the packing houses, 
creameries and canneries. Thousands of tons 
are used in the fisheries and other thousands 
are fed to cattle, horses and sheep on farms 
and ranches. 

. Domestic salt is frequently fortified by. a 
cecal quantity of iodine, which drug, taken in 
minute doses, is found to be highly beneficial in 
the treatment of goitre, both as a preventive 
and aremedy. : 


MEDICINAL WHISKY. 


Prohibition Director Andrews proposes that 
the United States government shall form a 
corporation to take over the whisky now in 
storage, amounting to about 15,000,000 gal- 
lons, and proceed to manufacture pure whisky, 
to be sold for medicinal purposes. Experience 
has shown that it fis virtually impossible to 
prevent the use of whisky for beverage pur- 
poses under the present arrangement. The 
law does’ not prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of whisky for medicinal purposes; but 
this medicinal traffic must be strictly super- 
vised if the law against beverage traffic is to 
be enforced. 

The time is drawing near when there wiél 
be no medicinal whisky unless its manufacture 
is resumed. Gen. Andrews probably foresees 
that public st . iment would severely condemn 
him and iization if he should deprive 
the people of medicine while depriving them 
Of @ beverage. At the same 


is reduced, 
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relinquish supervision over the manufacture 
and disposition of medicinal whisky; nor does 
he relish the idea of the United States govern- 


ment setting up a distillery and dispensing 


whisky. The practical plan of commercial op- 
eration under government supervision is the 


‘only apparent solution of the problem. 


Opposition to the manufacture of whisky 
for medicine will surely come from over- 
zealous prohibitionists, but their opposition 
will not be on solid grounds, legally or morally. 
In the long run their argument will be that 
medicinal whisky might be used for beverage 
purposes. Of course, both medicinal and in- 
dustrial alcohol may be and is diverted to 
beverage purposes; but that is a matter of 
efficient enforcement of law, and not of pro- 
hibition of traffic in either medicinal or in- 
dustrial alcoffol. 

Unless medicinal whisky is to be ruled out 
altogether some method must be found for 
producing and dispensing it, while preventing 
it from being used as a beverage. The method 
suggested by Gen. Andrews seems to be the 
best one yet proposed. 


A NATION OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


It is*estimated that now there are more than 
15,000,000 stockholders in the larger indus- 
trial institutions. The drive among the mass- 
es to sell war bonds suddenly aroused the 
industrious and thrifty of the opportunities 
of becoming small stockholders in the largest 
American industrial institutions. 

A few years ago an institution with 1,000,- 
000 stockholders was almost unknown, or very 
rare. Today théete are more than 100 Ameri- 
can corporations with stockholders exceeding 
1,000,000. One large oil corporation has 
20,000,000 stockholders, ten have 10,000,000, 
and a dozen or more have 5,000,000 to 8,000,- 
000 stockholders. 

This spread of smaller stockholders in large 
corporations extends to oil companies, public 
service corporations, metal manufacturing es- 
tablishments and merchandising concerns, 

The political and economic effect is mani- 
fest. It makes at least 15,000,000 smaller 
stockholders partners in the business, sharing 
in the profits, and having more or less to do 
with the welfare of the whole. There is not 
so much talk among industrious wage earners 
and the masses of small means of the brutality 
and selfishness of corporatigns, or the oft- 
repeated cry that corporations have no soul. 

It is not unreasonable to predfct that this 
spread of wage-earners as investors and pop- 
ularity of small investments in large concerns 
may in time drive out all anticapital propa- 
ganda and wholly reconcile wage earners and 
people of small means to the opportunities 


right before them of sharing in the fruits of: 


their own toil or their own earnings, in the 


many investments at their very door. 


BRITISH UNEMPLOYMENT DOLE. 


A noted British banker finds fault with 
those who repeatedly condemn and ridicule 
the British plan of taking care of the un- 
employed. He says it is far different from 
the poor relief plan, which is wholly charity. 

The British unemployment grants, he says, 
are paid mostly by both employers and em- 
ployes, the state paying a very small portion. 
He argues that unemployment is a national 
responsibility. 

This is a novel view for a _ hard-headed 
banker to take. It sounds somewhat socialis- 
tic. Is the government or society responsible 
for-the employment of its wage earners? Is 
society responsible for unemployment, poverty 
and want? 
and employ all inhabitants? Is society re- 
sponsible for work and wages? Does society 
or the state owe every person a living? 

This is directly contrary to the generally 
accepted theories of intelligent economists. If 
the world, society or government owes every 
man a living, then what becomes of personal 
incentive and initiative? Who would work 
ifxtaken care of all the time by society? To 
a reasonably intelligent person the theory does 
not seem tenable. — 

Unemployment doles are the result of ab- 
normal conditions in Great Britain ahd the 
growth of socialistic or communist ideas thut 
give warning of serious times. 
and scientifically considered, unemployment 
doles are bound to rob a country of its man- 
hood and its vitality lodged in man power. 

Such schemes are abused. They get beyond 
the control of both employers and goverfiment, 
and become an economic nuisance. 


HOW IT WOULD WORK. 


There is a fundamental difference between 
a refund of internal revenue taxes already 
paid, and a credit of taxes not yet paid. The 
government’s books are all kept on the fiscal 
year plan, grhile the Treasury books covering 
tax receipts are kept on the calendar year plan. 

Income taxes collected in the calendar year 
1927 are on earnings for the calendar year 
1926. Payments are made in March, June, 
September and December, on the fifteenth of 
each month. The first two payments would 
be on earnings in the calendar year 1926; 
but the Treasury books would enter these first 
two payments in the last half of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1927. 

A refund of ‘taxes already paid in the last 
half of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1926, 
that is, in September or December, 1926, 
would appear on the internal revenue books 
as refunds made in the calendar year 1927 


of taxes collected in the calendar year 1926. 


A credit of taxes to be paid in the first two 
payments of the calendar year 1927 would 
also appear as credits in the Treasury books 
of collections for the last half of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1927. Treasury receipts 
for the first half of .the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1928, ‘would not be affected at all 
by credits given in the first six months of the 
calendar year ending June 30, 1928. 

This is why credits of, say 15 per cent, in 


March and June, 1927, would be far better and 


less confusing than rebates in the same months 
of taxes already paid.

MAY BUY IN LATTER AREA 


Members of the National Capital 
Park association, the citizens’ organiza- 
tion formed to buy and resell land for 
promotion of the Distrist parking pro- 
gram, made its first inspection yester- 
day with National Capital park and 
planning commission officials, and may 
start its mission with acquisition of 
eight acres of land in the Piney Branch 
arear, near Sixteenth street.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL

BLIND NEED WORK TO BE HAPPY. 


N the stockyards plant of Armour 
Co. I saw a blind man working 

as a butcher. He was on the sheep | 
floor. 


basis. As the carcass moves slowly 
along on the trolley one butcher rma 
one stunt, and one stunt only. 

great slaughtering house had this 
method highly developed when Henry 
Ford was the man of all work around 
his one-man shop. 

The job of this man is the removal 
of abdominal fat. There are two of 
them engaged in doing ‘this one job. 
Our blind friend takes each alternate 
sheep. He knows just exactly when to 
step in and when to step back; just 
where his sheep will be when he steps 
in; Just where to put his hands to find 
what he is after; just in which com- 
partment of which box to put each 
kind of fat. In that long row of men 
before whom the carcasses move each 
must do his job at exactly the right 
time in exactly the right way. If he 
does not synchronize perfectly the en- 
tire line may be thrown out of time. 
Our blind friend seemed to fit in per- 
fectly. 

I was told that he is an old em- 
ploye and was doing this work when 
he lost his sight. He wanted to con- 
tinue working at his job. The floor 
manager decided that he could make 
good at it in spite of his handicap. 

There will always be blindness. In 
all probability it will increase numert- 
cally. It is true that gonococcal blind- 
ness is on the decrease by reason of the 
better care of the eyes of the new born. 
Putting silver solution in the eyes of 
the new born is required by law in 
many States. The law is reasonably 
well enforced. 

Blindness due to Fourth of July ac- 
cidents also is on the declime. On the 
other hand, blindness due to booze is 
on the increase. Wood alcohol blind- 
ness, unheard of prior to 25 years ago, 
is now fairly common. It is not an 
easy matter to keep down the rate of 
blindness due to industrial accidents. 

There is no reason why a blind man 
should settle down to a life of idleness 
—and unhappiness. Loss of sight does 
not cause loss of brain power. In fact, 
blind men are likely to be mentally 
alert rather than otherwise. They re- 
member especially well. They think 
quickly. They are likely to reason well. 
It may be their other sense organs be- 
come more acute or it may be that 
blindness causes them to interpret 
what they hear and feel better than 
men with vision do.

It has been a dis- 
ease of trifling importance in the 
United States for the last 40 years. 

Typhoid fever is being brought under 
control. Twenty years ago it was ten 
times as prevalent as it now is. 

The Southern Sates are very active 
in controlling it. But there will be 
some typhoid for at least fifty years 
yet.

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QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


EAR VIOLA PARIS: My arms and 
legs are covered with long black 
hairs, which are very noticeable. 

I shave my legs, but I don’t know 
whether or not to save my arms. Could 
you tell me what would be the best 
thing to do? H. 

Answer.—If you can possibly avoid 
shaving the arms, I should advise you 
not to begin it. It would be very likely 
to make the arms look: even less pre- 
sentable than they do now, because the 
superfious growth might become thick- 
er and coarser. Could you not simply 
bleach the hairs with a solution of 
equal parts of ammonia, lemon juice 
and hydrogen peroxide, 'to be sponged 
on once each day? If you think that 
you must actually remove the hairs, 
you might adopt the following plan 
both for the arms and for the legs. 
First shave off the hair. The next day, 
during the warm bath, soap the skin 
well and immediately rub it with a 
cake of pumice. This is to keep the 
hairs from. growing out. It must be 
done each day without fail. Rub the 
pumice over the skin briskly with a 
rotary motion.

his wife that Stevens was there when 
they left the fishing scene for home. 
The special prosecutor subjected Apple- 
gate to one of the most searching cross- 
examinations of the trial, but the fish- 
erman, who is a carpenter by trade, in- 
sisted that he has the date fixed in his 
mind. Statements attributed to the 
witness in previous appearances were 
quoted by Simpson, but Applegate in- 
sisted that his story today was the cor- 
rect version. 

Howard Price, who described himself 
as only an occasional fisherman, said 
he saw Henry Stevens at 9:55 o’clock 
in front of his house. 


Conversation on Porch. 
The Wilson family gave testimony re- 


garded as among the most favorable de- | 


veloped by the defense. Mrs. Sarah Wil- 
son and daughter Elaine told of a con- 
versation with Henry Stevens on the 
porch of their home about 10:30 o’clock 


lon the night of September 14, while |

another daughter, Alice, heard Stevens’ 
voice from her room upstairs, but did 
not see him. 

All three said he drove them the next 
day to Point Pleasant to take a train 
for Jersey City, and the husband and 
father, Charles S. Wilson, told of meet- 
ing his family at their destination. 

The first witness introduced when 
the Willie Stevens phase of the case 
was taken up was Dr. W. H. 8S. De- 
marett, clergyman and educator, who 
testified briefly that he is a trustee of 
the Parker Home for Incurables, the 
examination laying stress on the cor- 
rect name of the institution and the 
fact that it is not a home exclusively 
for the aged. 


Brighter Than Many Persons. 


Dr. Lawrence Runyon, Willie Stevens’ 
physician at New Brunswick, said that 
the defendant never suffered from 
epilepsy and does not stammer. The 
witness and Simpson crossed swords 
several times. The physician said that 
he did not know what “epilepsy”’ is, 
and added, “you don’t either,’”’ to the 
prosecutor. 

Answering a question as to Willie’s 
intelligence, the physician said “he is 
brighter than a lot of persons” and his 
reading has equipped him to “make a 
fool of a lot of people,” although he 
has not attended school a great deal. 

Later the Somerville jail warden, 
James J. Major, said that the defendant 
has had no epileptic fits and had done 
no noticeable stammering since he has 
been in jail. John J. Kline, a fireman, 
testified to the same effect in regard 
to frequent visits made by Stevens to 
& New Brunswick fire station. 

E. P. Lyons and R. T. Parker, partners 
in a clothing concern at New Brunswick 
at the time of the killing, testified as 
fo their dealings with Willie. Lyons 
said that he never sold him a derby 
hat, the defendant preferring the black 
slouch type, and Parker told of fre- 
quent commissions from Stevens to 
have clothing cleaned, which had to be 
scoured. This angle was stressed on 
account of testimony from an errand 
boy who took clothing from Willie 
Stevens “with spots on it,” to be

cleaned after the discovery of the dod- 
ies of the minister and choir singer. 

The State’s cross-examination of the 
defense witnesses was directed to an 
effort to show that they were con- 
fused as to the dates.

Witness Hidden, is Charge. 


A few days ago, Simpson announced 
in court that Mrs. Evanson was miss- 
ing, and his line of cross-examination 
was apparently in the direction of at- 
tempting to prove that the defense 
had hidden witnesses from his investi- 
gators. 

Simpson drew from the witness the 
statement that Mrs. Henry Stevens had 
told her to go to Bound Brook, near 
Somerville, four days ago, and she re- 
mained there until called to testify 
for the defense. Mrs. Evanson said she 
went by automobile to Bound Brook, 
and did not pay the fare herself. Sim- 
pson asked her if anyone had talked 
to her about the date, September 14, 
1922, and she said no one had. 

Later Simpson obtainéd from the 
witness a statement that she had talk- 
ed to two newspaper reporters about 
that date. 

“Now which of your two statements 
is the truth—the one in which you 
said you talked to no one, or the one 
that you now make, that you talked 
with two reporters?” shouted Simpson. 
The witness said she was wrong when 
she testified she had talked with no 
one about the date of September 14, 
1922. 

Mrs. Emma Holzlohner, of Elizabeth, 
N. J., gave testimony to offset that 
given by Mrs. Anna Hoag, a State wit- 
ness, who told of Henry Stevens calling 
at her home—then the Phillips farm- 
house, near the spot where the bodies 
of Mrs. Mills and Dr. Hall were found, 
“excited and ready to collapse,’”’ and of 
his asking her to tell about the ‘‘trag- 
edy that occurred here.” 

Mrs. Holzlohner, who said she was 
with Mrs. Hoag at the time the man 
Mrs. Hoag thought was Henry Stevens 
called at the Philipps farm house, 
could not identify ~vevens as the man. 


Mrs. Gibson’s Condition Serious.

some minor misconceptions, and for 
having wisely declined to submit a 
framework to the procrustean. possi- 
bilities of a code.” 

The Star says: “We are now one of a 
family of imperial sisters, each coequal 
with the other. Self-interest as well as 
sentiment admittedly keeps up _ to- 
gether, but there is no sign of weaken- 
ing in either tie.”’ 

The Evening Standard says the re- 
port of the committee on interimperial 
relations is an interesting state paper, 
and adds: “But it is not like the in- 
strument which created the Dominion 
of Canada, a veritable act and deed. 
It is rather the reaffirmation of certain 
truths, even of certain truisms already 
accepted, than an essay in construc- 
tion.” 

Ottawa, Canada, Nov. 22 (By A. P.).— 
The report of the imperial conference 
in London defining the dominions as 
“autonomous communities within the 
British empire” meets with a mixed re- 
ception in the editorial columns of the 
leading newspapers of eastern Canada. 

' The Ottawa Citizen and the Toronto 
Star welcome the report as a step for- 
ward in the evolution of the empire. 
The Toronto Globe, on the other hand, 
is fearful of a loosening of the bonds 
with the mother country. The Ottawa 
Journal and Montreal Gazette believe 
the resolutions imply no actual change 
in the alread¥ existing relations of the 

various parts of the empire. 

The Ottawa Citizen says: “Every 
self-governing dominion is now master 

of its own destiny, in no way subordi- 

nate to the others but united by a 
common a@ilegiance to the crown. The 
conference report marks a big step for- 
ward in the evolution of imperial rela- 
tions.” 

The Toronto Globe remarks: ‘Let 
us hope that the verdict of history may 
not be that the empire, which was pain- 
fully established by the genius and 
labor and self-sacrifice of our British 
forefathers, exercised throughout two 
centuries, has been undermined by the 
arts of a group of politicians seeking 
to secure their own ends and bolster 
up their own power by pandering to 
Anglophobic elements in the _ states 
they represent.” 

“We are no freer today,”” comments 
the Ottawa Journal, “than we were this 
time last week or this time last year, 
and for the simple reason that this 
time last year we were completely un- 
fettered and free.” 

The Montreal Gazette says: “The new 
charter is described as a formal ac- 
knowledgement of the equality of the 
status of the Dominions with the 
United Kingdom under the king. Such 
an acknowledgement in itself means 
nothing at all; it is something that 
might have been obtained at any time 
from any British statesman, and is in 
fact no more than has been expressed 
in the attiude of the British govern- 
ment toward the Dominions.”

erage purposes unlawful and, in effect, 
had repealed the old internal revenue 
taxes upon beverage liquor. The minor- 
ity insisted that automobiles seized 
while being used unlawfully in lhquor 
transportation must be proceeded 
against under the prohibition law, 
which gives innocent owners an oppor- 
tunity to recover the cars upon prov- 
ing that illegal use had not been au- 
thorized. The minority also pointed out 
that the court’s ruling deprived own- 
ers of all opportunity to recover their 
property when the evidence showed un- 
lawful use. 

The effect of the decision, the minor- 
ity agreed, enabled the government to 
employ the old revenue laws as an addi- 
tional penalty for the violation of the 
prohibition law. Congress never in- 
tended such use, they asserted, adding 
that the old revenue laws were intended 
solely for taxing purposes. 

A case from Washington, argued with 
the Alabama appeal involving virtually 
the same questions, was not decided. 
An opinion on it is expected today.

EXPULSION IS RESCINDED 


Application for proposals for recon- 
struction of the White House roof 
were sent out to qualified contractors 
yesterday by Lieut. Col. U. 3. Grant 
3d, director, office of public buildings 
and public parks of the National Cap- 


ital, which will have charge of the 
work. Bids will be received December 
29 at Lieut. Col. Grant’s office, Navy 
building, and work ‘will begin within 
ten days after notification of award. 

Constructoin will involve a new roof 
of approximately 170 feet long and 
about 70 feet wide. The original wooden 
trestles, erected in 1815, after the 
building was burned by the British, 
will be replaced with steel. The con- 
struction of the rcof proper will be of 
slate generally, the floor construction, 
supported by steel beams, of terra- 
cotta arches. The third floor, attic and 
second-floor ceiling will also be re- 
built. 

Plans have been prepared so as not 
to alter the architectural appearance 
of the building and have been ap- 
proved by the commission of fine arts. 
The appropriation for the work 
amounts to $375,000, of which $25,000 
is for rental of temporary residence for 
the President during the reconstruc- 
tion. 

President Coolidge announced at the 
time the estimate for repairs was pre- 
sented to Congress that he expected to 
vacate the White House shortly after 
the end of the present short session of 
Congress. With this arrangement it is 
expected that work will be begun in 
March and completed within six 
months, which time the White House 
would be ready for occupancy. 

The work will remove a condition con- 
sidered unsafe for years, workmen be- 
ing employed to remove snow from the 
roof for several years, and a tank being 
taken off some time ago. 

Specifications provide in detail for 
construction of the second story ceiling, 
third story and a new roof of structural! 
steel on the exterior walls and interior 
brick construction. Provision is made 
for protection of the lower part of the 
building while repair is in progress, 
such as installation of moisture and 
dust proof screens and a temporary roof 
to cover the building. A new water 
heater is among the improvements.

DR. FRANK KNOWLTON 
DIES IN BALLSTON, VA. 


Geological Service Scientist 
and Author Was 66 
Years Old. 


Dr. Frank Hall Knowlton, geologist 
and paleobotanist of the geological sur- 
vey and the National museum, died yes- 


terday at his home in Ballston, Va., 
after an illness of several days. He was 
66 years old. Dr. Knowlton was born 
in Brandon, Vt., and attended Middle- 
bury college, Vt., where he was given 
the degrees of B. S., M. S. and an hon- 
orary Sc. D. Later he received the de- 
gree of Ph. D. at George Washington 
university. He came to Washington in 
1884. He had been connected with the 
government service longer than 40 
years. ° 

He was the author of many volumes 
describing fossil plants and wrote the 
botanical definitions for several stand- 
ard dictionaries. He was professor of 
botany at George Washington univer- 
sity from 1887 to 1896, editor of Plant 
World from 1897 to 1904, and a mem- 
ber of many scientific societies. A book 
by him is now on the press. Dr. 
Knowlton also was an ornithologist. 

He is survived by his wife, a son, 
Lester Frank Knowlton, who is con- 
nected with the State Agricultural col- 
lege at Corvallis, Oreg.; a daughte, Mrs. 
Margaret Lanahan, of Spokane, Wash., 
and a sister, Miss Nellie Knowlton, of 
Ballston.
